An Epoch-Making Decision 


Nta-nufaclurort, /icoorj. 


Tho Supreme Court tins sensed thu 


Inevitable. It lias declared that labor 
unions can tin 3ued and held In 
dam- 


ages. 
The decision clarifies the at- 


mosphere. The oFfort ot the latx>r un- 
ions to plaue themselves outside of 
and beyond tho law lias been cue or 
tho greatest t-andlcaps to their own 
worK and bus been largely respon- 
sible, also, for the Intense and KTOW- 
in- opposition throughout the ration 
to union domination. 


More than' 30 years ago Cbauncey P. 


Black oe'Pennsylvunio, then president 
o£ the NtiUonaJ Association of J>eino- 
cxatic Clubs, a leader oC the Demo- 
cratic party and one of the foremost 
lawyers in tho country, took 
tho 


ground that the only safety for laflor 


. and capjtal alike would bo the incor- 


poration of later organizations under 
a national law which would give them 
the right to make contracts under 
•which they con Id sue or bo sued. 


It is altogether possible that out 


ot tho decision oC the Supreme Court 
in th« Coronado coal case will coma a 
movement to cairy out tho plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Black tor luo incorpora- 
tion oC labor unions. This newspaper 
is unalterably opposed to low wases, 
hut it is equally unalterable in its op- 
position to anv organization ot labor 
or capital which would seek to no 
above tho courts and thus above ull 
legislation. 


Certain gretvt labor organizations 


have vast powers over the well-being 
of millions of citizens. They can in- 
terrupt, if not wholly stoj). the trans- 
portation maclilriery. Thev have, on. 
•eeasion, tied up the shipping iudus- 
t«y. 
They have, lawlessly at limes, 


attempted to freeze the nation out. 
Tho possession of power pjesuppoaca 
responsibility for 
its 
employment. 


"What men cannot do singly to de- 
stroy 
property «of 
another 
t h e y 


ought not to bo permitted to do in un- 
ion, and on account of such union 
plead immunity. 
When men band 


themselves together tor a giv«n pur- 
pose, it is to be presumed that they 
are individually and coHoclively re- 
sponsible tor their acts. 
To pload 


soch wide powers as tho unions do 
anrt then seek to deny legal responsi- 
bility is not only cowardly but it con- 
templates a situation which society 
could not endure. 


3t 
th<v decision, ot tho Supreme 


Court forces the situation, as wo trust 
it will, we hope there will be enough 
backbone in Congress to insist that 
incorporation of labor unions under 
federal or state •charters, giving them 
tho right to BUO and be sued, is es- 
sential; and that labor unions not so 
incorporated shall bo illegal. The re- 
sult would not only'be to stabilize In- 
dustry, since wanton strikes would not 
occmr if the treasuries o£ the union 


' "were subject to payment for damages 


resulting, but 
benefits 
would also 


flo-v into the labor unions themselves 
in that they "would bo conducted with 
moro fairness, regard for public opin- 
ion and general sobriety, and would 
uli>o command some measure of rfc- 
spect, which is certainly not, the case 
today. 


Some lawyers In Washington ore 


convinced that tho Coronado decision 
is tio most far-reaching delivered by 
tho Supreme Court in many y«ars. 
They contend that under it any manu- 
facturer who Is able to show dam- 
ages could sustain a suit against the 
United Mine Workers of America for 
losses resulting from the present coo t 
strike. Should this be true, tho toiaJ 
damages would be &o large in amount 
as to destroy tho union as an organi- 
zation. 
Under this view of tho de- 


cision, it is clear that leaders of the 
coal strike are treading on dangerous 
ground. Yet the decision of tho court 
seems to run back for. support to the 
very beginnings of Anglo-Saxon law 
•which always insisted that power and 
responsibility for its use cannot be 
Atvorccd.

Shades of the Old Venetians 


In the time of the Doges, Venice 


was the most colorful city of all Ihe 
world. Along the. Grand Car.al (he 
balconies of beautiful homos wore 
canopied with rid cloths, often em- 
broidered with goJd.
